NEW YORK (AP) - The 


United Steelworkers union and 
four major aluminum com- 
panies have reached agreement 
'on new three-year contracts 
giving some 32,400 workers an 
average pay boost of about 30 
per cent over the period. 


A spokesman for a fifth pro- 


ducer, Olin Aluminum Co. in 
Hannibal, Ohio, said 900 USW 
members struck the company's 
plant at 4 p.m. Monday aftfr 
talks broke down over local is- 
sues. A union spokesman said 
1,500 USW members were pn 
strike. 


Aluminum Co. of America, 


the nation's No, 1 producer, 
said it would raise prices on 
nearly all fabricated products 
by 6 per cent starting in Sep- 
tember. Alcoa said it would not 
increase the price of primary 
ingot. 


The settlements announced 


here Monday were similar to 
the basic wage increases the 
steelworkers won from the ma- 
jor can companies in March 
after a 28-day strike. President 
Nixon criticized that agreement 
as inflationary.

ftma fs dressed in a one-piece 
white coveralls—beltless, so an 
inmate can't hang himself, Day 
explained. 


The cell is 10 feet wide, 12 


feet deep and 12 feet high ,with 
three beige walls and "in- 
stitutional green" steel bars 
and door for the fourth wall. An 
aluminum bunk, stool, writing 
table, sink, toilet and mirror 
are bolted securely in place. 


The single light overhead 


burns brightly from 6 a.m. to 
10 p.m., then is automatically 
dimmed the rest of the time to 
allow the prisoner to sleep and 
the guards to keep an eye on 
him when they drop by every 
15 to 45 minutes. 


In the morning, a guard 


brings in a specially designed 
razor—the blade won't come 
out—for Corona to shave, then 
takes it away when he's 
through. 


He's allowed to read just 


about anything he wants. So far 
he's pored through a handful of 
news and sports 
magazines, 


Day said.

She 
said her wardrobe ranges from 
a bikini for the tropics to three 
layers of clothing under an or- 
ange survival suit for polar fly- 
ing. 


Miss Scott, 43, hopes to be- 


come the first pilot to fly from 
equator to equator over the 
North Pole in a light plane. 


Electrodes were strapped to 


different parts of her body 
when she took off in her blue 
and white twin-engine Piper Az- 
tec from London Airport. 


The propeller 
plane 
was 


loaded with black boxes to reg- 
ister and radio heartbeat, body 
temperature and other data di- 
rect to NASA continuously dur- 
ing the flight. 


Soon after takeoff for Ben- 


ghazi and Nairobi the plane 
was linked to the American sat- 
ellite Nimbus so it could relay 


all of the pilot's physical reac- 
tions to a ground station in 
Fairbanks, Alaska, for trans- 
mission to NASA's computer 
center in Maryland. 


"I'm not sure I want every- 


one to know how scared I am," 
Miss Scott said before takeoff. 
"I'm very pleased that they 
have given this opportunity to a 
British woman." 


Sheila has a lot at stake, in- 


cluding nearly all the financial 
load of the flight. She had a 
joke-card pasted to her in- 
strument panel in front of her: 
"I must be successful. I owe 
everybody". 


The Piper Aztec, "Mythre," 


is a successor to her single-en- 
gine Pipe Comanche, "Myth 
Too," in which she flew around 
the world

Smoke Over Miami Is 
Signal of Death in 
Parched Everglades 
MIAMI (AP) — A thick, foul- 


smelling pall of smoke drifted 
over Miami today as thousands 
of acres of dry 
Everglades 


grasslands were criss-crossed 
with strings of fire. 


The National Weather Serv- 


ice, reporting no rain in sight, 
predicted a resurgence of re- 
cent fires stemming from South 
Florida's worst drought in his- 
tory. 


"Uniess we get a lot of rain 


in the next two or three days 
we're going to be right back 
where we were in late April," 


said a National Weather Serv- 
ice forecaster, Gilbert Clark. 


Tens of thousands of acres 


were burned during the peak of 
the drought in April, bringing 
the total of blackened acres to 
750,000 sintx- Jan. 1. 


Ciark said only six inches of 


rain had fallen since Jan. 1, 
leaving South Florida 10 inches 
of precipitation below normal. 


"Mid-May is supposed to be 


the raui> season,'' Clark added. 
"But the weather routine is like 
winter tune—dry, cold and no 
rain."

view, when an object

However, removal can be cost-

In recent years, courts 
have shown a growing willingness 
to "weigh the equities" of the 
situation, refusing to order a re- 
moval that is plainly unjust. Take 
this case: 


A farmer was haled into court 


on the ground that the wall of his 
garage extended exactly one inch 
into 
a 
neighbor's 
farm. 
The 


neighbor 
demanded 
destruction 


of the wall; the court said no. 


Noting the slighlness of the in- 


trusion, the court said: 


''The law does not bother with 


trifles." 


What if the intrusion is not by 


mistake but on purpose? That 
tilts the scales sharply in favor 
of the neighbor. Almost always, 
the court will order outright re- 
moval, regardless of the hardship 
it may entail. 


In one case, a boundary line 


between two lots was in open 
dispute between the owners. One 
owner, without waiting for the 
dispute to be settled, went ahead 
and built a house on what he 
thought was his own land. 


As it turned 
out 
later, his 


house extended almost four feet 
into the adjacent lot. Here, a 
court ordered him to remove the 
house, despite the obvious hard- 
ship. The court said he could not 
complain of a predicament 
he 


walked into with his eyes open.

SAIGON ( A P ) — U.S. B52 


bombers attacked North Viet- 
namese troop concentrations on 
the edges of Snuol, and other 
allied aircraft struck inside the 
Cambodian rubber plantation 
town to cover the retreat of the 
badly battered South Vietnam- 
ese task force driven from the 
town, field reports said today. 


South Vietnamese soldiers on 


the scene reported that about 
200 of their men were killed or 
wounded 
Monday 
as 
they 


fought their way out of the be- 
sieged 
town about 90 miles 


north of Saigon. 


However, the South Vietnam- 


ese command reported only six 
of its soldiers were wounded 
during the pullout and also 
claimed that allied air strikes 
and South Vietnamese 
tanks 


killed an estimated, 700 North 
Vietnamese. 


Eyewitnesses said the fleeing 


South Vietnamese left behind 80 
tanks, armored personnel car- 
riers, Jeeps and trucks and de- 
stroyed eight 105mm howitzers 
and four 155mm cannon that 
they could not carry. South 
Vietnamese 
fighter-bombers 


and U.S. helicopter gunships 
were sent in to destroy the 
abandoned vehicles and attack 
the enemy inside the town. 


Sources at Loc Ninh, on the 


South Vietnamese side of the 
border about 20 miles southeast 
of Snuol, reported seeing two 
trucks filled with bodies of Sai- 
gon troops killed as they fought 
their way toward the border. 


An armada of U.S. bombers 


and helicopter gunships cov- 
ered both sides of Highway 13, 
the retreat route south from 
Snuol. But enemy troops were 
reported so close to the South 
Vietnamese 
on the highway 


that air attack was difficult. 


The South Vietnamese report- 


edly fled the town because the 
North Vietnamese 5th Division 
had surrounded it and out- 
numbered the defenders about 
4,000 to 2,000.

SAIGON ( A P I - Only 13 of 


the 600 North Vietnamese pris- 
oners of war tapped for repat- 
riation this week have agreed

plans to go ahead with the re- 
lease of prisoners off the coast 
of the demilitarized zone on 
Friday.

The 647 POWs who have re- 


fused to be repatriated have 
until Thursday, the day before 
the turnover, to change their 
minds. One source indicated ex- 
pectations that this might hap- 
pen on orders from Hanoi, say- 
ing: "The prisoners have their 
own grapevine, and it's very 
good. They might get orders to 
return rather than stay." 


The P"oreign Ministry can- 


celed a news conference today 
at which it was to outline ar- 
rangements for the transfer of 
the prisoners. Asked whether 
the cancellation meant the re- 
lease of the POWs might also 
be delayed, a government offi- 
cial said, "It is very hard to tell 
at this time." 


The press briefing was tenta- 


tively rescheduled for Wednes- 
day. 


U.S. officials have been con- 


cerned about any delay in the

marks the first time in the 
Vietnam war that the North 
Vietnamese have openly agreed 
in advance to receive repat- 
riated prisoners. The Ameri- 
cans think this might be a step 
toward release of some of the 
339 Americans known to be 
held prisoner in North Vietnam. 


For this reason, some sources 


said, U.S. officials have put 
considerable pressure on Sai- 
gon officials to carry out the 
POW release according to the 
plans agreed upon by North 
and South Vietnam.

making direct loans to business 
which must be poorly man- 
aged."

WASHINGTON

House Democratic leaders are 
going all-out to win the first 
head-to-head battle between the

Congress 


over one of President Nixon's 
revenue-sharing plans. 


They are billing Wednesday's 


vote on a manpower bill as one 
of the year's most important in 
an effort to rally Democrats be- 
hind a public-service-employ- 
ment bill being offered as an 
alternative to Nixon's plan. 


The showdown is a result of a 


surprise victory two weeks ago 
by Republicans and Southern 
Democrats who forced Nixon's 
$2-billion manpower revenue- 
sharing plan to the floor over 
leadership opposition. 


Unwilling to risk a vote at 


that time, the leadership pulled 
back its jobs bill and has been 
applying pressure ever since in 
an effort to turn back the GOP 
challenge. 


The leadership's target is a 


group of 45 Southern Demo- 
crats who helped Republicans 
revive Nixon's manpower bill 
last 
May 
18 when it 
was 


thought to be safely buried in 
committee. The coalition won a 
procedural vote, 210 to 182, 
making it possible for Republi- 
cans to offer their bill as a sub- 
stitute for the Democrats' $5- 
billion public-service jobs pro- 
posal. 


Helping the leadership woo 


Southerners back to the fold 
has been Rep. Wilbur C. Mills, 
D-Ark., chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee and an 
arch foe of revenue sharing. 
Mills is sounding more and 
more like a presidential candi- 
date in speeches around the 
country, and his image as one 
of the most powerful members 
of Congress would be dimmed 
if the Nixon plan wins. 


In the campaign to influence 


Southern Democrats, Mills is 
pitted against Rep. William M. 
Colmer,
